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COUNTING THE COST. 


Britain is counting the cost of the recent general 


striko. 


Very generally its citizens, regardless of sym- 


pathies, agree that the gains have not been worth the 


This conclusion results from the fact that the 


strikers did not win any better terms for the miners 
than were proposed before hte men quit their work. 
Moreover, many of them will lose their job and in- 
creased unemployment is inevitable. 


Added to this are the extra expenses of govern- 


ment, aggregating 10,000.000 pounds, or $50,000.000 
in round figures, which the government had to spend 
in meeting the emergency. 
A probable surplus in 


the treasury, permitting a tax reduction, has been 
converted into a certain deficit which the tax payers 
will have to make good. 


The real loss of the general strike in an economic 


sense foil upon business and industry. It is estimated 
that the loss to British trade as a direct result of the 
strike will exceed 150,000,000 pounds, or more than a 
half billion dollars. That is a hca-y blow f r an already 
over-burdened nation of people. It will result in fur- 
ther business depression, hardship and misery. Nor 
shall it be overlooked that those who actually parti- 
cipated in tho strike will, be paying for their folly 
for some years to come. In the transportation group 
alone the railway employee' who broke their old 
contract are being compelled to sign new ones, which 
involve reduction in earnings and reductions in staffs. 
They havo forfeited their old wag-e scale, have lost 
their pension and have in many instances lost their 
positions. 
* * 


Of the gains, Sir Philip Gibbs has written most im- 


pressively: 


The strike has resulted in another victory for 


English common sense and the spirit of social dis- 
cipline and fair play against an attack by a poli- 
tical minority which 'denied any revolutionary 
aims but which, if successful, would have over- 
thrown constitutional government and dictated 
terms by an executive committee of trade union 
leaders 
Tlrere could be no d'oubt of that, as soon 


as the general strike started, all classes of micl- 
dloclasa folk and a large number of working men 
and women enrolled themselves instantly to safe- 
guard their ordinary liberties and their right to 
live-as fice citizens. 
This immense demonstra- 


tion of volunteer service and social sanity has 
proved to the whole world tl at the English people 
have not lost their traditional character, free from 
passion, marvclously g-ood-naturcd, but very ob- 
stinate in courage and endurance. 
I think that 


we may claim that as one of our gains. 


It lias been proved also that in spite of poli- 


tical extremists among- their leaders, the rank and 
file of the strikers throughout th-e country were 
steady, decent, law-abiding- men who were entire- 
ly lacking in revolutionary instincts and splendid 
in self control and self respect. 


Tlvese are pleasing and comfortable reflections of 


the crisis which confronted the British. Jf it were 
true that the nation was drifting into anarchy and 
revolution, it could not be said that *' - cost was ex- 
cessive. 
Xo blood was shed. 
No blow was struck 


which permanently jeopardized individual liberty or 
human freedom.

shooting down law abiding citizens under thC guise 
of law enforcement to stop? 


Has the protection of human life become less Im- 


portant thau the stoppage of the delivery of a Jug 
of filthy liquor? 


One cannot read of that pitiful tragedy in North 


Platte, which resulted in the wanton shooting of John 
H. Zollars. a young man of that community without 
being moved to the indignant inquiry It the law en- 
forcement officials of this state have gone mad. If 
the facts have been correctly related. Mr. Zollars was 
violating no law. He was rldln- in an automobile, as 
tie had a right to do, along a pub'ij highway with a 
young woman of his acquaintance. According to the 
story which the girl told, four men attempted to stop 
them, and Zollars, believing them to be intoxicated 
attempted to drivo awa-. The officers, for such they 
proved to be, drew weapons and opened fire, shooting 
Zollars through the back and inflict'ng a wound from 
which he died after he had managed to make his way 
to a hospital. 


Is there a single just.fication for this outrage? 
It is not the first time In this state when lives 


have been sacrificed to the fanatical zeal of men 
parading as officers. 
The time has arrived when 


sober, thoughtful, thinking people of Nebraska" should 
take steps to protect decent citizens from so-called of- 
ficers. Because a man happens to be commissioned 
by law to car- 
" -in gives him no 
-xrrant to use 


t indiscriminately. Upon innumera' 
occa^'ons the 


courts of this land have said in unmistakable lan- 
guage that an officer shall shoot only -when his own 
.ifo has been placed in jeopardy. 
It follows, then, 


that shooting under the circumstances revealed in the 
North Platte case, is lawless and no less criminal 
thau the desperado who kills behind his mask. 


Society cannot tolerate this. 
The people of Ner.— " 
cannot evade responsi- 


bilitv if they supinely permit such things to happen. 
The authorities who commibsion these officers and 
the fanatics who inspire them cannot and should not 
excuse them. 


We need a new doctrine in America. Human life 


has become the cheapest commodity in this country. 
It is time that we are placing a new valuation upon 
it. It is more sacred than property, which i£ one of 
its privilege.' It should outweigh booze. 
Certainly 


any program of law enforcement which contemplates 
the destruction of innocent human life in order to 
carry out its purpose defeats the Original purposes of 
government. This business of officers, In. many in- 
stances masquerading in plain clothes and undistin- 
guishable from the bandit who lurks iri the dark, of 
going to anv end in a misguided conception of duty, 
without thought or1 consequence of result, must stop 


The highways must'be made safe for those -who 


have a right to use them. Tour life, the life of your 
ivife, and the lives of TOUT children are not safe when 
outrages of the North Platte type ati permitted to' 
oc,cur. 


DEMAND FOR BETTER OFFICERS. 


With the announcement that at least one and pos- 


sibly three high class and spacious office buildings 
are to be erected in Lincoln within the coming year 
some inquiry has been made as to where the tenants 
are to come from to occupy these new structures. 


The answer is that most of them will come from 


right here in Lincoln, thougl. as the city is rapidly in- 
creasing In population it is naturally to be expected 
that many of those who Come to make this city their 
home will be of the class that will require 
office 


room. But even without these newcomers there is 
certain to be a demand for offices of the highest 
quality and all of those in this class are HL .7 occupied. 


The demand for better offices is the result of the 


same causes that have brought about the demand for 
better residences. For years many professional and 
and other men who require office space have been 
getting- along- with quarters not at -11 satisfactory to 
them. They have been compelled to put up with these, 
however, because itiey hi'vV.ho't felt financially able 
to rent ar"" maintain the better and more expensive 
ones. For the same reasons many families have oc- 
cupied dwellings not at all to their SET ^faction. 


But in the past two or three years things have 


changed in Lincoln, even to a gr> *T extent than 
they have in rncny other cities. The incomes of of- 
fice occupants have improved until now they cannot 
only afford, bettor homes and better cars, but bet- 
ter offices and thcie arc none to be had. They feel 
that it is no longer incumbent upon thc.a to climb 
dingy stairs or spend their working hours in gloomy, 
illy ventilated rooms and they don't propose to do so. 
They'll have cheerful places in which to work, as well 
as in which to live. 


Dilapidated and uninviting old dwellings arc be- 


ing deserted as the people of the city become able to 
move into better ones. In the course of time their 
sites are occupied by apartments, better residences, 
fraternity or sorority houses or other structures. And 
it will be so with the archaic office buildings to be 
vacated when the new and inviting ones arc ready fo.- 
occupancy. They will be put to some use or they will 
make way for something superior and in the end thn 
change will be the better for the entire city, including- 
the owners of the deserted buildings.

D. fear» she is overweight and wants to -start reducing ri«r.t away 


before she starts getting too fat. 
She is 1? years old, five feet, four 


inches In height. 
According to the Baldwin-\Vood tables, published by the American 


Child Health association, the average weight of a girl of your age and 
height Is 122, D. However, it is thought that a slight overweight (from 
five to ten per cent) for the average, under 21, Is desirable. If, however, 
you look overweight to the casual observer, you are quite right to think 
of reducing, even though you don't exceed the 10 per cent limit- 
You 
may have a tendency to continue to gain and ultimately be burdened 
with decided overweight and final Inevitable impairment of health. 
Naturally, it is especially important for those who haven t attained 


full growth to not limit their full quota of growth foods while reducing. 
In our booket on reducing (which you may have for" the request and ten 
cents in stamps, accompanied by self-addressed, stamped envelope), I 
give a foundation diet for those who are reducing, which includes two 
glasses of skim or buttermilk daily, or whole milk if a small amount or 
butter is not taken. 
This had better be increased to three glasses for 


those under maturity. 
Increasing the exercises where it is possible is also an important 
factor in the reducing program. 
Medication, except under the careful 


supervision of a competent physician, is absolutely debarred. 
I think there is no doubt that the time Is corning when it will be 
very rare to see a person overweight to the extent of being noticeable. 
And I don't believe the time is very far off, because the public is being 
well Informed on all iides that overweight in the very large majority 
of cases is due to overeating for the needs and that not only is it ex- 
tremely undesirable, but it is preventable and curable.

No Breakfast. 
F.-T-The question of going without breakfast seems to lie a strictly 


personal one. If your weight is kep* normal

There are many who 
apparently are benefitted by going without it. Perhaps in these cases 
there is a tendency to over-eating on three meals a day. 
In some cases, not having breakfast seems to cause constipation. 
Children specialists believe that boys 'and girls going to school 


should have a, •warm breakfast. If'you find that this extra meal causes 
you to gain, F., it mlg-ht be better for you to cut down on your evening 
meal a bit, instead of cutting out the breakfast entirely. 
Bra»»iere» and Girdles. 
E.—Xo there is no need of a girl's wearing a. tight brassiere or any 


kind of corset or girdle if she does not allow herself to become over- 
weight, and if shb keeps her abdominal and chest muscles well developed 
by some- active exercise every day. There is no danger of spreading or 
getting overweight from going without them at all.
